t HONGKONG’S NEW PUBLIC 
' BUILDINGS. * 

The Director of Public Works in his report 
for 1904 makes the following remarks about 
naw public buildings :— 
ust NEW HaBBOUR OFFICE. ‘ 

- Progress with this work wos. unsntisfactory, 
dao to tho supply.of granite again being inaufli- 
cient.. Phe walls wore ‘built to an average 
height of 21 fevt sbove ‘ground oor ‘level 
except tho North wall which was d-layed 
until the colonnade pio-s wero at tho required, 
height, for .urches to be turned  con- 
necting sums to the wall of building. Eight 
of these piors were at. the necrayry boignt at 
the clo-o of the year, "The concrete to fst roof 
of Bo-rding Officers’ rom and concrete to 
floors of record-room, Javalory, Chineso aud 
Indian Kitchens on first floor was lsid, and 
joists to various other rooms fixed. ‘l'ho 
columns and stecl framing to Yard Verandahs 
were slso fixed. The lute Mr. Chun A Tong 
was the Contractor for this work, the contract 
for compl-tion being transferred to Mr. Chan 
A Tong, Junior. 

f NEW LAW COURTS, . 

-Fair progress was made with this work 
considering the - unsatisfactory supply of

generally wero built to an average of 19 f 
atovo ground floor level, this being the req 
height. for the steal joists to irat oor, Th 
extorna) walls gonerally wore bi'It fo on average 
of 1 feot 6 inches above grousd floor line, this 
boing the necessary hoight. for the springing of 
archos to colonnude, kc. Twenty grunite arohes 
over wizdow apeninga were constrncied at 
the olosa of thé yoar, Seventy-ono granite 
balusters to first fioor colonnade were dressod 
roady for fixing. All the plain square bases 
to main columns, fissers, ke, forming the 
colonnade were fixed with the exception of one ; 
and 40 moulded bases out of a total of 4 wore 
bedded, a number of stones to the columns, 
pilas'ers, &0., ‘were also bedded. An averaye 
number vf 107 masons wore diily employed on 
tho site dressing granite. The steel girders 
and joists to first floor were delivered on the 
site during December and tho main girders to 
Library floor were placed in position. The new 
Clerk of Works arrived in tho Colony and 
commenced duty on the J2th Februury,. It
